NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Required use of gasoline blended with ethanol. (1) Within EXCEPT AS6

PROVIDED IN [SECTION 2] AND SUBSECTION (5) OF THIS SECTION, WITHIN 12 months after the department OF7

TRANSPORTATION has certified that 30 million gallons of denatured ethanol have been produced in the state of8

Montana THE STATE OF MONTANA HAS A PRODUCTION CAPACITY OF PRODUCED 30 55 40 MILLION GALLONS OF9

DENATURED ETHANOL AND HAS MAINTAINED THAT LEVEL OF PRODUCTION ON AN ANNUALIZED BASIS FOR AT LEAST 310

MONTHS, the department shall adopt standards and specifications pursuant to 82-15-103 that ensure that all11

gasoline sold to consumers for use in motor vehicles to be operated on the public highways, roads, and streets12

of this state must be blended with 10%, by volume, of agriculturally derived, denatured ethanol and may not13

contain more than trace amounts of the additive commonly known as MTBE (methyl tertiary butyl ether).14

(2)  Except as provided in [section 2] AND SUBSECTION (5) OF THIS SECTION, 12 months after the15

department OF TRANSPORTATION has certified that 30 million gallons of denatured ethanol have been produced16

in the state of Montana THE STATE OF MONTANA HAS A PRODUCTION CAPACITY OF PRODUCED 30 55 40 MILLION17

GALLONS OF DENATURED ETHANOL AND HAS MAINTAINED THAT LEVEL OF PRODUCTION ON AN ANNUALIZED BASIS FOR AT18

LEAST 3 MONTHS, a fuel retailer who sells gasoline to consumers to be used in their vehicles on the public19

highways, roads, and streets of this state may not accept gasoline for sale to consumers or sell gasoline to20

consumers that is not ethanol-blended as provided in subsection (1) or that contains the additive MTBE METHYL21

TERTIARY BUTYL ETHER.22

(3)  Agriculturally denatured ethanol referred to in subsection (1) may be denatured only as specified23

in Title 27, parts 20 and 21, of the Code of Federal Regulations.24

(4)  THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION SHALL COMPILE A QUARTERLY REPORT CERTIFYING THE AMOUNT25

the gasoline is intended to be used exclusively as a fuel for off-highway motor sports racing events.3

business of producing alcohol for sale, use, or distribution.7

(2)  "Department" means the department of transportation.8

(3)  "Export" means to transport out of Montana from any point of origin within Montana by any means9

other than in the fuel supply tank of a motor vehicle.10

(4)  "Gasohol" means a gasoline fuel that is blended with denatured ethanol. Typically gasohol is a blend11

of 10% denatured ethanol and 90% gasoline, but the blended amounts may differ. The percentage of ethanol12

in the blend is identified by the letter "E" followed by the percentage number. A blend that is 10% denatured13

ethanol and 90% gasoline would be reflected as E-10.14

(4)(5)  "Gasohol dealer" means any person who blends alcohol with gasoline to produce gasohol for15

sale, use, or distribution in this state."16
